The last day of the [vast the
bride is selected from among the others
and led tothe sultan'’s room and divested
of clothing, and lefy stonding
th we, with bowed hoad and
folded nrms, until the sultan enters.
Somotimes the Sultan never sees hoer
ardin, and sometimes the new bride
becomes prime favorite. It isnot always
the most perfoet beauty which renders
the w¥e n favorite, but gencrally the
most intelligent one who guins the
coveled position, No ceramony is con=
sidered necessury whon the Sultan takes
awife. She is considered sulficiently
